The same writer, in anothers part of his book, 
leprcts, with Jerable effect, the splendid 
panorama of the Turkish capital:—*‘*On the se- 
cond evening after my arrival, | ascended to the 
circular gallery on the summit of the Galata 
tower, From that elevated apartment, which 
should seem to have been erected on purpose for 
the enjoyment of the lovers of scenery, 1 could 
take in as a vast whole, what in the level of the 
port had broken itself into minutiw, and could 
discover an infinitude of objects that were there 
concealed from the eye. I could embrace the 
whole length of the city from Serraglio Point to 
the quiet suburb of Eyoob, could range for a 
considerable length along the base of Constan- 
tinople's triangle, marked with its ancient walls 
and thickly-set fortresses, and reach across the 
city ta one of its angular terminations at the cas- 
tle of Yedi-Kouleler, or the seven towers on the 
sea of Marmora—an immense space, filled with 
edifices picturesque from their very defects, and 
broken with mosques and minarets far too nume- 
rous tocount, The wallsof the seraglio, which 
occupy the lines, and are s»pposed to retain a 
portion of the ancient fortifications of Byzantium ; 
the aqueduct of Valens striding across the hollow 
left by two of the seven hills; the proudly swell- 
ing domes of Saint Sophia, and the still more 
lofty and imposing elevations of the mosque of 
Sultan Achmet on the square of the Hippodrome, 
were immediately before me, as I stood at one 
part of the tower gallery, and with other objects 
of different periods and different governments, 
of the Greeks, the Romans, and the Moslemins, 
might well fill the mind with ideas still vaster 
than the scene. By moving somewhat in my 
confined orbit, I could trace nearly the whole 
length of the port, could catch the heights and 
the barracks of Daut-Pasha, glance over the hou- 
ses of part of Pera, and repose on the wavy out- 
line of the wild and heathy Tracian hills; whilst by 
turning-my eyes a little to the left, they could 
traverse the broad expanse of the Propontis, and 
gaze with holy delight on the snowy summits of 
the Bithynian Olympus. By taking a few steps 
in the circle, another casement of the gallery 
afforded me the sombre mass of the Turkish ce- 
metery, spread like a crest (death’s coronal,) 
on a hill behind Pera, and the heights and bar- 
racks of Dolma-bakshi; and by still revolving a 
little in the circle, the stately Bosphorus, with 
each shore a continuing lengthening village, 
burst on my sight from where it elegantly winds 
above the lovely hills and kiosks of Kanderli, to 
where it joins the sea of Marmora, and is lost 
like a playful infant in the amplitude of a mo- 
ther’s embrace. From same pomt, the 
white walls of the romantic little **tower of the 
maiden’’ on a rock in tho interposing channel, 
the new barracks, the mosque of poor Selim, and 
an elegant and imperial kiosk on the eastern 
bank of the Bosphorus, the whole of the im- 
mense and loosely-ecattered suburb of Scutari, 
and the village of Cadi-keui (the site of the an- 
cient Chalcedonia) were distinctly visible, and, 
as it were, within touch; and retiring from the

On Rice.—Rice is my favorite food. 
been glad to see that you recommend it for 
more general use; but sorry that you recom- 
mend also the insipid mode of boiling and steam- 
ing it without ‘salt or condiments, practised in 
Carolina, and borrowed from the negroes. I 
contend that they do not know how to cook 
rice well in Carolina, and I defy the whole host 
of Carolinians to prove that their rice ie palata- 
ble. They might as well say that bread ought 
to be made without salt or yeast. 

I wish also that this wholesome and cheap 
food was more generally consumed. One pound 
of rice is said to satisfy our appetites as much 
as two pounds of meat, because it swells 
and absorbs the water, forming with it a nutri- 
tive jelly. But this food, to become more com- 
mon and liked, ought to be well seasoned and 
cooked. Why apply to the negro food of Caro- 
lina for our guide? Let us rather apply to the 
Chinese, Hindoos, Turks, Egyptians, &c., or the 
four hundred millions of human beings who, from 
time. immemorial, have made it their staple 
food. We shall find that they can make 150 
dishes with it, every one of them better than 
steamed rice, and chiefly many kinds of pillaus 
or stews, puddings and soups. 

It is not my wish to prescribe the Hindoo con- 
diments of black, white, and red pepper, cinna- 
mon, ginger, and other spices, because they are 
not to my taste. They are too strong, heat the 
blood, and make thirsty; but either salt, sugar, 
or butter, is always indispensable; and they 
must be boiled with the rice, not added after- 
wards. 

A pillau, the standing dish of the Asiatic, is 
rice boiled dry with meat or fowls. Butter is 
then useless; but salt, saffron, pimento, toma- 
tos, onions, celery, &c. may be added ‘at plea- 
sure, while boiling, to give a better flavour.— 
Fifty kinds of pillaus can thus be made with 
beef, veal, mutton, lamb, ggme, fow!, oysters, 
clams, fish, &c. 

The butter pillau is to be made with butter 
instead of meat.—Two ounces of butter for 
every pound of rice, boiled together; or the but- 
ter may be added when the rice begins to swell. 

The rice puddings differ from pillaus, by using 
sugar instead of salt. ‘The best are made with 
milk, or half milk and half water: the condi- 
ments are butter, eggs, lemon peel, raisins, pi- 
mento, &c. 

The rice soups differ from either by being li- 
quid, or the broth, milk, &c. preponderating.— 
The French can make 25 kinds of excellent 
soups with rice, by adding thereto cabbage, 
onions, celery, tomatos, lentils, peas, beans, 
oysters, fish, &c. Onions and batter make «a 
very good substitute for broth. Salt must al- 
ways be put in while boiling. Sugar must be 
used instead when milk is added, or is any way 
employed. 

‘These are my favorite dishes, and dainty ones 
they are; while the whole cost of them to feed 
a whole family, or mess of six persons, is only 
20 cents! including 3 Ibs. of rice, with salt, su- 
gar, butter, milk, or broth, as may be preferred; 
and so many different dishes’ can be made, that 
the same need not appear but once a month on 
the table, if you hke variety. Now this, in my 
opinion, is the best way to make rice still more 
relished and consumed. A Rice Earer.

Destructive Sror «.—The Liverpool Cle 
nicle of the 12th of August says, thats wut 
destructive flood occurred in Scotland, caused by 
the quantity of rain which fell between the® 
and 7th of August.

The caer Wins.o Narotron —Tt appears 
from the Courrier dee Tribunauz, that vevetal 
partion claiming different same under the will 
of Napoleon have instituted processes in the 
French courts, for the recovery of their respec. 
tive legacies; but these have been met from time 
to time, by legal and technical objections, which, 
though they do nat deny the right of the tes 
tutor to bequeath, or of the legatece to claim, 
resist them on the ground that they have not 
heen made in the proper form. Amongst other 
claimants under the will was Madame Dogumier, 
a widow, who claimed, in right of her deceased 
hoxband, as the representative of his father, 
General Dagumier, to whom Napoleon bequeath 
ed 100,000 france. She presented a copy of 
the will, proved in England, but, without touch- 
ing the mera of the claim, it was rejected for 
want of the forme prescribed by the law of 
France. (lt should be observed here, that 
Mosere. Lafitte, whe are the depositaries of 5,- 
600,000 of france left by the ex-Emperor in 
1815, and the executors, ttrand and Montho- 
lon, offer ro objection, but are ety fo pay, 
when authorised hy the proper legal forme, and 
aleo that the late King, Louis XVIII. renounc- 
ed any claim which he might have as sovereign 
to the personal effects of Napoleon.) Under 
these circumstances, Madame Dugumier endea- 
vore! to serve a process on the young Duke de 
Reichetadt, Napoleon's son, in the persona of 
his natural guardians—hia mother, the Duchess 
of Parma, and bie grandfather, the Emperor 
of Austra; but this waa not permitted, as nei- 
ther were subjects of France nor within the 
juriediection of the French courts. She at length 
sought for the appointment of a trustee to the 
property, whom sho might legally sue. This 
was tefused by the Court of Premier Instance, 
but the judgment of that court hae been re- 
cently set avide by the Court Royale, which has 
directed the trustee to administer to (he vacant 
succession, as to the personal property, accord 
ing to the forms of law which would be allowed 
many ordinary case. This decision w most in- 
portant to many of the legatees of Napoleon, 
whe have for many years met the greatest cb- 
stacles in their endeavours to obtain thore be- 
quests to which they are entitled under hie 
will,

The 
transaction referred to, in the following article 
from the editorial column ‘of the Menninca 
Jovanat of a recent date, ia probably within 
the recollection of most readers:—‘' Harassed 
as we are by attending to more important mat- 
ters we still consider it a sacred duty to steal » 
few spare moments to notice the proceedings of 
The Swan River job. Mr. Peel, in defending his 
honourable cousin in the House of Commons, re- 
ferred to his introductory letter to Bir George 
Murray. tn thie letter the Right Honourable 
Secretary described his relative to be a young 
man of talents end of *‘ample means."" Whe- 
ther the Minister stated the truth will appear by 
what we shall now relate. The grant of two 
handred and fifty thousand aeres of land to this 
excellent young man of “ample means’ was

sere of Smithfield. There are two ewes, the se- 
lect of the ugliest breed in England, and a ram 
more resembling Mr. Edward Irving, or Mr. 

Cunningham, of Harrow, than any of the good 

sheep of a Christian country. He has alse pa- 

troniwed one horso, long known on the coach- 
stands of London, and a maidenty pig, which is 

a pet from its striking resemblance to a kanga- 

roo, This is the ‘‘total of the whole” of the 

magnificent stock which cousin Thomas has 
taken under his protection, and which our adver- 
tising contomporary describes to consist of “every 
living thing, male and female, after their kind.’ 

But this is only an item in this nefarious job,—

The same writer, in another part of his book, 
depicts, with iderable effect, the splendid 
panorama of the Turkish capital:—‘*On tho se- 
cond evening after my arrival, I ascended to the 
circular gallery on the summit of the Galata 
tower. From that elevated apartment, which 
should seem to have been erected on purpose for 
the enjoyment of the lovers of scenery, 1 could 
take in as a vast whole, what in the level of the 
port had broken itself into minutie, and could 
discover an infinitude of objects that were there 
concealed from the eye. I could embrace the 
whole length of the city from Serraglio Point to 
the quiet suburb of Eyoob, could range for a 
considerable length along the base of Constan- 
tinople's triangle, marked with its ancient walls 
and thickly-set fortresses, and reach across the 
city te one of its angular terminations at the cas- 
tle of Yedi-Kouleler, or the seven towers on the 
sea of Marmora—an immense space, filled with 
edifices picturesque from their very defects, and 
broken with mosques and minarets far too nume- 
rous tocount, The wallsof the seraglio, which 
occupy the lines, and are supposed to retain a 
portion of the ancient fortifications of Byzantium; 
the aqueduct of Valens striding across the hollow 
left by two of the seven hills; the proudly swell- 
ing domes of Saint Sophia, and the still more 
lofty and imposing elevations of the mosque of 
Sultan Achmet on the square of the Wippodrome, 
were immediately before me, as I stood at one 
part of the tower gallery, and with other objects 
of different periods and different governments, 
of the Greeks, the Romans, and the Moslemins, 
might well fill the mind with ideas still vaster 
than the scene. By moving somewhat in my 
confined orbit, I could trace nearly the whole 
length of the port, could catch the heights and 
the barracks of Daut-Paska, glance over the hou- 
ses of part of Pera, and repose on the wavy out- 
line of the wild and heathy Tracian hills; whilst by 
turning my eyes a little to the left, they could 
traverse the broad expanse of the Propontis, and 
gaze with holy delight on the snowy summits of 
the Bithynian Olympus. By taking a few steps 
in the circle, another casement of the gallery 
afforded me the sombre mass of the Turkish ce- 
metery, spread: like a crest (death's coronal,) 
on a hill behind Pera, and the heights and bar- 
racks of Dolma-bakshi; and by still revolving a 
little in the circle, the stately Bosphorus, with 
each shore a continuing lengthening village, 
burst on my sight from where it elegantly winds 
above the lovely hills and kiosks of Kanderli, to 
where it joins the sea of Marmora, and is lost 
like a playful infant in the amplitude of a mo- 
ther’s embrace. From the same point, the 
white walls of the romantic little “‘tower of the 
maiden’’ on a rock in the interposing channel, 
the new barracks, the mosque of poor Selim, and 
an elegant and imperial kiosk on the eastern 
bank of the Bosphorus, the whole of the im- 
mense and loosely-ecattered suburb of Scutari, 
and the village of Cadi-keui (the site of the an- 
cient Chalcedénia) were distinctly visible, and, 
as it were, within touch; and retiring from the 
eye, were the solemn, mysterious recesses of 
Scutari’s interminable cemetery, the romantic 
acclivities of Bulgurlu, and the solitary moun- 
tains of Asia Minor, along whose line my imagi- 








nation would often fly to the sublime chain of 
Taurus, to the depths of the ‘‘old continent,’’ 
the nursery of the inconceivable race of human 
beings to which I belong, the cradle of an infant 
world, The first time I saw these scenes, whick 
mock the power of language, whilet:their soul- 
moving essence eludes the skill of the pencil, the 
sun was setting behind the hills of Thrace, and 
the atmospheg was unusually clear. Hundreds 
of light piades (the most elegant of boats, the 
prettiest works of man's hands, after the mina- 
rets, that we see at Constantinople,) were glanc- 
ing rapidly across the Golden Horn or (close to 
the European shores to avoid the force of the 
current) were ascending the stately channel of 
the Bosphorus, to the fairy-looking villages on 
its verdant banks, The immense inclosure of the 
seraglo (in itself a picture, and a fine one,) 
showed itself at that moment with admirable 
effect. The walls of the buildings scattered 
within its circumference are kept purely white; 
their contrast with the dark masses of cypress 
and other trees with which they are mixed, adds 
a double opaqueness and gloom to them, shile 
these make the white walls appear of an almort 
unearthly pallor and purity.

On Rice.—Rice is my favorite food. 
been glad to see that you recommend it for 
more general use; but sorry that you recom- 
mend also the insipid mode of boiling and steam- 
ing it without “salt or condiments, practised in 
Carolina, and borrowed from the negroes. I 
contend that they do not know how to cook 
rice well in Carolina, and I defy the whole host 
df Carolinians to prove that their rice is palata- 
ble. They might as well say that bread ought 
to be made without salt or yeast. 

I wish also that this wholesome and cheap 
food was more generally consumed. One pound 
of rice is said to satisfy our appetites as much 
as two pounds of meat, because it swells 
and absorbs the water, forming with it a nutri- 
tive jelly. But this food, to become more com- 
mon and liked, ought to be well seasoned and 
cooked. Why apply to the negro food of Caro- 
lina for our guide? Let us rather apply to the 
Chinese, Hindoos, Turks, Egyptians, &c., or the 
four hundred millions of human beings who, from 
time. immemorial, have made it their staple 
food. We shall find that they can make 150 
dishes with it, every one of them better than 
steamed rice, and chiefly many kinds of pillaus 
or stews, puddings and soups. 

It is not my wish to prescribe the Hindoo cen- 
diments of black, white, and red pepper, cinna- 
mon, ginger, and other spices, because they are 
not to my taste. They are too strong, heat the 
blood, and make thirsty; bat either salt, sugar, 
or butter, is always indispensable; and they 
must be boiled with the rice, not added after- 
wards. 

A pillau, the standing dish of the Asiatic, is 
rice boiled dry with meat or fowls. Butter is 
then useless; but salt, saffron, pimento, toma- 
tos, onions, celery, &c. may be added ‘at plea- 
sure, while boiling, to give a better flavour.— 
Fifty kinds of pillaus can thus be made with 
beef, veal, mutton, lamb, game, fowl, oysters, 
clams, fish, &c. 

The butter pillau is to be made with butter 
instead of meat.—Two ounces of butter for 
every pound of rice, boiled together; or the but- 
ter may be added when the rice begins to swell. 

The rice puddings differ from pillaus, by using 
sugar instead of salt. The best are made with 
milk, or half milk and half water: the condi- 
ments are butter, eggs, lemon peel, raisins, pi- 
mento, &c. y 

The rice soups differ from either by being li- 
quid, or the broth, milk, &c. preponderating.— 
The French can make 25 kinds of excellent 
soups with rice, by adding thereto cabbage, 
onions, celery, tomatos, lentils, peas, beans, 
oysters, fish, &c. Onions and better make « 
very good substitute for broth. Salt must al- 
ways be put in while boiling. Sugar must be 
used instead when milk js added, or is any way 
employed. 

‘These are my favorite dishes, and dainty ones 
they are; while the whole cost of them to feed 
a whole family, or mess of six persons, is only 
20 cents! including 3 Ibs. of rice, with salt, su- 
gar, butter, milk, or broth, as may be preferred; 
and so many different dishes’ can be made, that 
the same need not appear but once a month on 
the table, if you like variety. Now this, in my 
opinion, is the best way to make rice still more 
relished and consumed. A Rice Earer.

From the Old Quebdes Gazette. 
Our Trapg.—The light easterly wind of Sa- 
turday ht up about 90 sail of lar —_ 
principally in ballast; yesterday a to-day 
about 20 more arrived, making on an average 
about 30,000 tons. The unfavourable state of 
last season for drawing out timber from the inte- 
rior of New Brunswick is said to be a principal 
cause of thia unusual increase; a number of the 
ships destined for the lower ports having taken 
charters for Qrebec. 
The following is a comparative statement of 
arrivals at Quebec up to che 14th September, in 
this and last year:—

1829, 708 do. 195,301 do. 12,823 do. 
The increase of shipping has effected a great 
rise in the value of timber. At this scason. last 
year pine and oak, which form the principal 
part of the cargoes, sold the first at 2 1-2 to 
3 1-2, and the latter at ten pence a cubic foot. 

The following are the preseat.nominal prices: 
—Deals, £10 a 10 168; white pine, 7 a7 1-2d; 
red, do. 12 1-2 a 13d; oak, Is 2d a Is Gd; staves 
£39. 

Those who have contracted for the delivery 
of timber in the heme ma:ket at the usual ave- 
rage prices must of course suller great losses, 
while on the other hand those who bring their 
timber to the Quebec market from the upper 
country, and have not entered inio contracts, 
bet calculated upon the average prices, must 
make full a hundred per cent. above what they 
looked for. These gains will chiefly fall to the 
Lower and Upper Canada dealers and lumber 
merchants. 

During all this the home market, where the 
ultimate payments must we obtained, remains 
fully as low, if not lower than last year, and 
from the great imports from the Baltic will like- 
ly continue so. Yet vessels here must obtain 
cargoes, and the prices support their increased 
rates, 

The market will be made bare, inferior tim- 
ber shipped, prices finally hurt to some extent, 
and timber ships not finding cargoes early next 
spring will arrive late or not be as numerous, 

We are sorry to learn that the prospects of a 
most bountiful harvest in the settlements of St 
Paul's Bay, Eboulements and Murray Bay, were 
suddenly blasted by a late severe storm and rain 
In most places the seed of the wheat which was 
ripe and heavy, has been shaken off by the wind 
and rain. So much harm has been done that 1 
is expected that no more than a fourth to a mxth 
of the crop will be realized.
